To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  Council 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  1970. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  29,^60,  an  increase  of  60  over  the  mid-1969  figure. 

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  455  (236  males  and  219 
females),  this  figure  being  lower  than  last  year's  total  of  548.  The  crude 
birth  rate  was  15.4  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected  birth  rate  being  15o9 
compared  with  l6.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  312  (153  males  and  159 
females).  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  10.6.  The  corrected 

death  rate  for  the  District  was  9o0  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  9»  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  20.0  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0  The  Neo-Natal 
death  rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks)  was  11.0 

There  were  21  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  (l4  males 

and  7  females),  compared  with  l8  last  year. 

The  number' of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  the  District 
was  437*  compared  with  292  in  1969. 
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On  page  l6  of  this  Report,  figures  are  given  showing  the  number 
of  persons  immunised  and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  to  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  for  details  of  their  services  embodied  in  the 
Reports  It  is  also  refreshing  to  add  that,  in  the  present  complexities 
of  an  administration  thought  so  ripe  for  change,  I  have  had  the  ready 
co-operation  of  workers  and  colleagues  in  all  branches  of  the  health 
services,  no  less  than  from  within  the  ranks  of  Local  Government. 

My  thanks,  in  particular,  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  health 
department  and  to  Mr.  Davies  for  his  unfailing  efficiency  and  loyalty.

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Night  and  Evening  Service 


Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires <> 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night <,  In 
some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give 
relief  to  relatives o 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children® s  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances o  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent ®s  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of 
the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service 
for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of 
three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the 
youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


1.  Water  Supply 

The  position  with  regard  to  water  supplies  in  the  district  remained 
unchanged  from  previous  years  i»e»  the  majority  of  premises  being  served 
by  mains  of  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company  and  the  remainder  being  supplied 
by  the  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company,  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Water 
Undertaking  and  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company. 

In  addition  a  small  number  of  premises  received  mains  supplies  from 
private  sources. 

Supplies  during  the  year  were  sufficient  and  the  quality  generally 
satisfactory.  The  trouble  in  the  village  of  Tudeley  caused  by  the 
depositing  of  rust  from  the  mains  of  the  private  Somerhill  Estate  supply 
was  cleared  up  during  the  year.  Periodical  flushing  of  the  mains  was 
carried  out  and  this  proved  successful  in  reducing  the  iron  content. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  testing  carried  out  by  the  Water 
Underteikers,  all  supplies  were  periodically  sampled  during  the  year.

Other  than  the  action  taken  to  reduce  the  iron  content  in  the  private  supply 
at  Tudeley  there  was  no  other  form  of  contamination  noted  in  the  district 
and  no  action  was  therefore  necessary. 

At  the  end  of',  1970,  99%  +  of  the  houses  within  the  District  were 
receiving  piped  water  supply. 
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During  the  year  the  following  main  extensions  were  carried  out.:- 

The  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company 

A  total  of  4,202  yards  of  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  within  the 
Company’s  Statutory  Area. 

The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company 

The  Company  laid  6,143  yards  of  mains  during  the  year,  and  now  supply 
6,189  properties  in  the  District. 

The  Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Undertaking 

There  have  been  no  important  extensions  of  mains  carried  out  in  the 
District  during  1970. 

2o  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Mr.G.L.  Plastow,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information 

Works  carried  out  during  1970 

(a)  Hatfield,  Brenchley  and  Horsmonden  Regional  Scheme 

Work  commenced  in  June  on  a  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Hatfield, 

Petteridge,  Castle  Hill,  Brenchley  and  Horsmonden  to  one  sewage  treatment 
works  at  Grovehurst  Farm,  Horsmonden.  Sewage  from  Harden  in  Haidstone  Rural 
District  Council's  area,  and  Curtisden  Green  in  Cranbrook  Rural  District 
Council's  area  will  also  be  pumped  to  these  works  for  treatment.  The  treatment 
works  are  scheduled  for  completion  in  1971  and  the  connecting  sewers  by  mid- 
1972.  This  scheme  will  provide  drainage  to  almost  200  existing  houses  at 
present  served  by  cesspool  or  septic  tank,  as  well  as  eliminating  existing  over¬ 
loaded  sewage  treatment  plants  in  the  above  villages. 

(b)  Hildenborough 

The  second  stage  of  the  Hildenborough  sewage  scheme  was  completed  which 
provided  for  the  pumping  of  sewage  from  the  Powder  Hills  area  of  Hildenborough 
to  the  Council's  pumping  station  at  Hilden  Park  Road  and  thence  to  Tonbridge 
Urban  District  Council's  works  for  treatment.  Sewage  is  also  received  into 
this  pumping  station  from  the  Old  Powder  Hills  area  of  Sevenoaks  Rural  District 
Council.  It  is  hoped  to  complete  stage  III  of  the  scheme  for  sewage  from  the 
upper  area  of  Hildenborough  to  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council  during  1971/ 

1972. 

(c)  Pembury 

A  sewer  was  laid  in  Tonbridge  Road  Pembury  to  connect  the  new  Rural 
District  Council  offices  and  nine  other  properties  to  the  public  sewer. 
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(d)  Horsmonden 


The  sewer  in  Lamberhurst  Road,  Horsmonden  was  extended  to  serve  the  Council’s 
Springfield  Cottages  to  eliminate  the  overloaded  sewage  treatment  works  serving 
these.  This  extension  provided  main  drainage  for  a  total  of  15  properties. 

(e)  Sewer  Survey 

A  detailed  sewer  survey  was  commissioned  by  the  Council  of  foul  and  surface 
water  sewers  at  Hadlow  and  it  is  proposed  to  extend  this  survey  to  other  villages 
in  future  years. 

(f)  Work  carried  out  by  Private  Developers 

The  Council  have  also  supervised  the  construction  of,  and  have  adopted,  soil 
and  surface  water  sewers  laid  by  private  developers  to  serve  new  private  estates 
within  the  District. 

(g)  Future  Programme 

(i)  Hadlow 

Drawings  have  been  completed  for  the  provision  of  a  new  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  works  at  Hadlow  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  work  in  1971 o  Sewerage  of 
Barnes  Street  and  Golden  Green  will  be  carried  out  once  this  scheme  is  under 
way. 

(ii)  Ashurst  (Speldhurst  Parish) 

Agreement  was  reached  with  Uckfield  Rural  District  Council  to  pump 
sewage  from  the  overloaded  plant  at  Ashurst  to  the  sewage  works  being 
built  at  Blackham. 

(iii)  Blowers  Hill , Speldhurst 

It  is  hoped  to  complete  the  sewerage  of  Blowers  Hill  area  of  Speld¬ 
hurst  during  1971  by  connecting  houses  to  the  sewers  already  laid  and  by 
extending  these  to  serve  other  properties  in  close  proximity. 

(iv)  Paddock  Wood 

Ministry  approval  has  been  received  and  an  order  placed  for  the 
purchase  of  a  sludge  vacuum  disc  filter  for  use  at  Paddock  Wood  treatment 
works.  This  machine  is  due  to  be  delivered  early  in  1971  and  will  enable 
sludge  drying  to  be  carried  out  throughout  the  year.  The  machine  is 
trailer  mounted  to  be  available  for  use  at  other  works  if  required. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  has  continued  to  provide  a  free  emptying  service  to  properties 
in  the  district,  at  least  four  free  emptyings  being  given.  Two  larger  vehicles 
have  been  purchased  to  meet  an  increasing  demand  on  this  service. 

5.  ReSise  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  District. 
Additional  refuse  has  been  collected  from  domestic  premises  on  request  without 
charge.  In  ajji  attempt  to  further  discourage  litter,  a  bin  container  has  been 
provided  for  the  Parish  of  Pembury  and  is  moved  on  a  regular  cycle  to  selected 
sites  in  the  village. 
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One  new  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  in  the  year. 

Disposal  continued  by  controlled  tipping  at  various  sites,  mainly  in 
Horsmonden,  Some  pollution  has  occurred  in  nearby  watercourses,  requiring 
remedial  action  to  be  taken.

Picking  commenced  at  the  majority  of  farms  at  the  beginning  of  September 
and  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  month,  most  of  the  harvesting  being  done  by 
machine  and  very  little  hand  picking  carried  out. 


It  was  observed  at  some  farms  that  workers  employed  on  machines  were  not 
provided  with  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  facilities.  As  it  was  not  possible 
to  invoke  the  present  hop-picking  byelaws  it  was  decided  to  circularise  all 
growers,  calling  their  attention  to  their  responsibilities  under  the  Agriculture 
(Safety,  Health  &  Welfare  Provisions)  Act,  1936.  The  Act  makes  it  obligatory 
on  occupiers  of  farms  to  provide  such  facilities. 

Visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  camps  to  ensure  compliance  with 
byelaws,  and  conditions  generally  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.
